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THE PRESENT STATUS POLIOMYELITIS 
MANAGEMENT 


The Journal Lancet, official journal the Minne- 
sota Medical Society, presents the following appraisal 
the present status poliomyelitis management 

There rule thumb for the treatment any 
disease. For some diseases there are more rigidly 
defined routines treatment than for others, but 
infantile paralysis does not fall into the group for 
which the scientific rationale treatment clear 
that deviations from fixed rule are impossible. 

Whenever medical research discovers certain 
virtually certain method combatting pathogenic 
agent the effects such agent part the 
duty every physician employ that method unless 
and until other equally good better methods are 
hand. But until method has been proved have such 
superiority over all others and reasonably suc- 
cessful, not only the right but the duty physi- 
cians examine all methods critically and continue 
search for better ones. 

Poliomyelitis virus disease the central nerv- 
ous system with serious effects upon the motor appa- 
ratus the body. proof exists that any effects 
upon muscles and their actions come about any 
way but secondarily neurone damage. There have 
been suggestions from two lines evidence that pri- 
mary muscle damage occurs, but neither case will 
the arguments bear rigorous scrutiny. Our present 
knowledge does not permit any the 
pathological consequences poliomyelitis primary 
damage anywhere but the nervous system. 

Nevertheless, because the obvious end effects 
infantile paralysis are muscle function defects 
apparent that sound therapeutic practice should look 
toward preservation motor functions its goal. 
Viewed broadly the problems treatment poliomye- 
litis are twofold, first the limitation damage the 
acute phase the lowest possible amount, and second 
the achievement and maintenance maximal utiliza- 
tion the motor units remaining after the virus has 
done its damage. 

Unfortunately nothing known with certainty 
how the damage the early acute stage can mini- 
mized. Conservative management with measures 
directed toward symptomatic relief indicated. 
what extent any such measures decrease neuronal 
damage quite unknown. 

the later period the acute stage likewise, the 
advantages one another form management are 
uncertain. The Kenny workers have accumulated 
clinical data showing that the energetic use hot 

packs this stage not inferior method treat- 


ment any other technic, and doubtless superior 
some, such rigid immobilization. These workers 
stress the increased comfort patients treated and 
suggest lower incidence ultimate crippling paral- 
yses. the acute stage the disease several workers 
have noted muscle tenderness, resistance extension 
and abnormal degrees resting tonus, among other 
signs, which Miss Kenny refers collectively 
muscle spasms. The role played such defects 
present unknown although has been suggested that 
they exert unfavorable effect. Consequently the 
virtue any measures directed relieving such 
symptoms still controversial. 

Regarding the importance conserving and then 
bringing into use every possible motor unit undamaged 
the disease there can doubt whatever. After 
the virus disease has run its damaging acute course the 
job the physician and his aides poliomyelitis 
treatment perfectly clear, principle least. That 
job assist the patient learning how utilize his 
undamaged motor units, prevent disuse atrophy and 
obviate crippling deformities. most instances 
this problem one highly expert physical therapy. 
this area there doubt that the Kenny method 
effective. There are undoubtedly other regimens 
which have yielded equally successful outcomes, but 
there can little question that Miss Kenny has given 
strong and useful accent altogether too fre- 
quently neglected aspect poliomyelitis after-care. 

There has been much controversy over the merits 
the Kenny methods treatment infantile paralysis. 
That treatment definitely has not consistently pre- 
vented crippling paralysis cases with permanent 
anterior horn cell damage. Whether has resulted 
smaller fraction such paralysis impossible say 
because studies which exactly comparable paired 
were treated this and any other method have 
ever been made. Nevertheless, has been conceded 
many that crippling deformity less the series 
Kenny-treated patients than other comparable 
groups cases. Further not unlikely that 
larger share undamaged motor units are brought 
into useful activity the energetic retraining proce- 
dures the Kenny regimen than have been utilized 
the types treatment formerly vogue. 
quite unnecessary adopt Sister Kenny’s terminology 
‘‘mental alienation’’ order concede that her 
muscle reeducation she accomplishes something useful, 
something which every physician treating paralytic 

poliomyelitis has also attempted achieve and 
which many have been less successful. 

unfortunate that Sister Kenny has introduced 
two ill-defined terms with ambiguous meanings into 
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the description the functional pathology polio- 
myelitis because this has led unnecessary vitupera- 
tion. ‘Neither nor ‘‘mental alienation’’ are 
words whose widely accepted meanings correspond 
with her usages. Nevertheless, would less than 
generous for medical scientists ignore contribution 
because was described awkwardly. Rather 
hoped that more exact study will permit satisfac- 
tory the several components the 
damage motor units poliomyelitis, and that the 
positive merits Miss Kenny’s procedures 
may singled out for more effective use. Sister 
Kenny has unquestionably performed great service 
emphasizing that many factors are involved 
relearning the use muscles with damage large 
numbers motor units, and that great practical 
advantage can gained physical therapy methods 
directed toward prevention skeletal deformity. 


Whether her methods are unique without precedent 


little practical consequence this matter because 
must admitted that she has given emphasis 
those notions which they did not have before. 


The pressing problem poliomyelitis management 
still fundamental research. The ideal solution 
the problems any disease its prevention. Search 
should always continued for such solution until 
found. But the absence such ideal solution, 
there are two ‘‘next best’’ approaches. The better 
the two would method preventing completely 
possible the deleterious effects the pathogenic 
agent. The next best the salvage all that left 
work with after the agent has done its damage. 


Research the prevention the disease has not 
yet yielded answer any use. Research com- 
batting the pathogenic agent during the course the 
has also been disappointing. Sera and chemo- 
therapeutic agents have not yet been found 
effective. Further study both these directions 
going apace and the optimism born successes 
other fields leads very hopeful that useful 
answer will found. Research the best methods 
salvaging and strengthening what left the 
motor apparatus after the acute damage phase past 
has much that value. Such studies too 
are being with great energy investiga- 
tors high talent. not too much hope that 
this area well there will important progress 
the near future.

outbreak involving approximately 150 cases 
epidemic jaundice was investigated Mendocino 
County during September.

Both children and adults suffered 
from the disease mild form but few them were 
quite ill. The outbreak has not subsided. Physicians 
the community cooperated the investigation and 
are sending specimens State laboratory for 
study. The cause this disease unknown.

formerly dependent agencies for health pro- 
tection. One might mention other reliefs popula- 
tion demands upon us. not, therefore, increased 
population which have right complain. 

speak new public health problems. doubt 
mean that, for analysis, with only minor excep- 
tions, there are new problems. There are only new 
old problems. Always mothers have had 
babies, always children have suffered from childhood 
infections, always large numbers persons have been 
malnourished. Always, too, women have engaged 
manual labor, and the fact that they have been trans- 
planted from the drudgery home and field the 
mechanical processes industry does not necessarily 
bespeak greater physical hazards deterioration. 
What mean new health problems only 
clearer recognition old ones and for greater 
application effort toward solution them. 


Several decades ago was obvious that National and 
State public health agencies were not position 
apply public health measures practical 
explain, has been said that health the sum 
total the health individuals. The education which 
produces therefore something which not 
supplied the populace truckload lots 
from National State capitals. must dispensed 
individuals ounces, drams and drops, and its dis- 
pensing those who need must insured. This 
must done the local agency who can know how, 
when and where individuals can reached and who can 
inspire the local community want and support 
facilities necessary its general health preservation. 
can not done strict accord with any set pattern, 
for each community has its own and 
customs which transcendentalism Government 
fiat may affect. must come from local, voluntary 
reaction. 

Our States are made various units local 
government. Our democratic form Government 
presumes that these shall granted every privilege 
local self control, and only when they fail exer- 
cise properly when they infringe upon the rights 
other units that the State justified intervening. 
This true the preservation public health 
the preservation law and order. More so, for since 
communicable infections have respect for political 
boundaries, and since unit may tolerate the preva- 
lence contagion within its jurisdiction without en- 
dangering the health and lives citizens adjoining 
units, more than privilege local control; 
the duty which the State must insist performed. 


has insisted enacting legislation granting the 
various units police powers for the protection the 
public health and making mandatory that they exer- 
cise these powers. 

This mandate however often fails envision the 
whole the modern public health movement and for 
the most part, applies only the control communi- 
cable diseases While few local units 
wilfully evade it, there are far too many which have 
failed, either through apathy lack means, pro- 
vide proper facilities for carrying out their obligations, 
secure the belief that they may emergency rely 
upon State agencies. 

Lack means the greater deterrent the two and 
often more imaginary than real, for while public 
health workers may clearly realize justification for 
health expenditures not easy for many tax- 
payers so. are irked their lethargy and 
impatient with their delay acceptance our prom- 
ises the benefits efficient health services, forgetful 
the old adage concerning persons ‘‘convinced 
against their will’’ and that only through their 
spontaneous conviction and cooperation that the serv- 
ices propose will utilized. 

Sometimes such communities are convinced 
emergency, sometimes demonstration. The basis 
the demonstration method, originated voluntary 
organizations and several the foundations inter- 
ested stimulating public health procedures, that 
financial incentive grant-in-aid for temporary 
period. reason many successful demonstrations 
has Federal philosophy which promises 
complete permanency. grant-in-aid for public health 
purposes those communities burdened activities 
National import, the cost which should dis- 
tributed over the whole Nation, appears most justifi- 
able. Likewise appears necessity those communi- 
ties with actual lack means. Perhaps can agree 
that serves useful purpose broadening the scope 
activities all public health departments until these 

activities become accepted local responsibility 
until local means support becomes available. 
may also agree that its use can result general 
uplift public health standards, even though may 
debatable whether all communities require 
demand the same quality quantity such services. 


very easy for those who have had con- 
tend against the old time penuriousness 
health expenditures become overly enthusiastic 
about grants-in-aid. But already State health officers 
are rumoring that formerly self reliant communities 
are substituting these grants for tax funds previously 
levied for support many local health activities 
order divert such tax funds other that 
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other communities threaten proven, 
needed activities grants-in-aid are not 
that still others are demanding these grants, not 
need, but right. 


There evidence that some communities these 
grants are encouraging public health patterns much 
too large for the cloth and excess the community 
needs and There also the attendant 
danger that because their source, local taxpayers feel 


pended, fact which may lead extravagances and 
waste, the wisdom all health 
expenditures and the business prudence health offi- 
cials. friends public health progress must 
insure that grant-in-aid shall used only gentle 
stimulant and not nareotie which soothes its victim 
complacency and contentment while its effects last, 
and sends him into collapse when withdrawn. 


That, thus far the dispensing these grants, 
there has been grave evidence usurpation 
ities, has been due the integrity and Fed- 
eral and State officials who administer them. must 
remembered however that present policies may 
and this there inherent 
danger. The power give implies the power take 
away. local communities permit ourselves 
become wholly reliant upon these grants that with- 
drawal them means catastrophe our cause, 
means that may yield centralized bureaucratic 
control. While this may for our betterment, 
repugnant our ideas and ideals. 


Much depends therefore the degree which 
permit our communities become dependent upon 
these grants. They not depend upon them for sup- 
port their schools fire and police depart- 
ments. protection the public health lesser 
Our public health edueation can 
regarded failure can not teach our people the 
value community supported and controlled local 
health activities which meet their wishes and supply 
their needs. Neither individuals nor communities can 
continue accept unwarranted contributions without 
sacrifice character. We, too, must anticipate the 
version.

These 
the Tuolumne River Modesto, the Napa 
River Napa Slough below Napa, Alviso Slough below 
Alviso, and Covote River and Slough above and below 
the San Jose outfall. every one these the 
rivers and were practically devoid oxygen.

HEALTH HINTS FOR PROPRIETORS 
EATING PLACES 


Educate your employees cleanly health habits. 
Supply them with copies ‘‘Ten Health Hints for 
Food Handlers.’’ 


Have plenty hot running water available when 
needed. 

Post signs reminding employees report any sick- 
ness, open wound infection the manager. 

Provide soap and individual paper clean towels 
for employees. 

See that toilets are kept clean and good repair. 

Have enough dishes. You can’t expect your help 
good job they have rush the dishes 
through mealtime. Properly stored single serv- 
ice containers may the answer some problems. 

See that dirty dishes, glasses and silverware are 
kept off the counters and tables. cracked 


and chipped dishes they are difficult keep 
clean. 


Hot water for disinfection should tempera- 
ture 170° See that this provided, and that 
your dishwashers have plenty soap and use elbow 

See that soapy wash water changed frequently 
keep clean and always hot. 


you not have dishwashing machine, remem- 
ber that the best way disinfecting washed dishes 
place them trays baskets with handles for 
submergence 170° water. 

Let the dishes drain and dry their racks trays. 
Store glasses and cups 


Remember that the hands can stand temperature 
only about 110° 120° and that 170° water 
for disinfection must much hotter. 


Submergence 170° water for two minutes 
recommended for disinfection. Pouring boiling 
water over dishes dunking them not the same 
disinfecting. 

Use only clean, wholesome foods. 


Store all foods clean, dry place. They should 
protected from dust, from coughing and sneez- 
ing, and from rats and insects. Sugar bowls 
should kept covered. 


See that refrigeration provided store all readily 
perishable food and drink below 50° 


17. Keep your establishment free flies screening 
and other methods. 


18. Keep your walls, windows, floors, ceilings and 
equipment clean and good repair. 

19. Dispose waste food and other refuse properly 
and promptly. 

20. Cooperate with your local health officer and assist 
him protecting the public health. 


TEN HEALTH HINTS FOR FOOD HANDLERS 


Keep your body and clothes clean. Use finger- 
mail file; caps, hair nets head bands will keep 
hair out food. 

Wash your hands after visiting the toilet; use 
plenty soap and hot water. 

Watch your food handling 
Don’t contaminate food and food utensils un- 
necessary handling. 
Don’t clean glasses cups with your fingers 
inside them. 
Carry spoons, knives and forks the handles. 
Keep your hands away from hair and face while 
handling and serving food. 

Don’t spit, sneeze smoke near food 
dishes. 

Stay home when you are sick. Also, espe- 
cially careful about boils, carbuncles, sores, rashes, 
and other skin eruptions. 

Keep all perishable food the refrigerator. 

Beware contamination food poisons. 

Allow dirty equipment utensils touch food. 


Wash and disinfect dishes and utensils accord- 
ance with approved methods, provided the 
sanitary code. Remember that hot water, soap, and 
elbow grease are needed for proper cleansing. 


Keep the premises clean. 


PLAGUE AND TULAREMIA DEMONSTRATED 
FIVE COUNTIES CALIFORNIA 


During September, bubonic plague was demonstrated 
pool 164 fleas taken from ground squirrels 
collected ranch Kern County. During the same 
month, pool four ground squirrels 
Lassen County ranch proved positive for plague. Dur- 
ing the same month, six pools fleas taken from squir- 
rels two ranches San Luis Obispo County proved 
positive for plague. 

Tularemia was demonstrated pool ticks 
taken from ground squirrels military reservation 
Monterey County. Tularemia was also demonstrated 
eight pools mice taken within five miles San 
Luis Obispo City.

MORE QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: have pair shell parrakeets 
have been family pets for several years. May bring 
them into California? 

ANSWER: Under the regulations the California 
State Board Public Health, transportation not 
more than three privately owned shell parrakeets into 
out California permitted when accompanied 
the owner who shall required submit affidavit 
the effect that these shell parrakeets have been his 
possession family pets for not less than two years and 
that has intention selling, bartering, giving 
away publicly exhibiting them. Importation into 
California shell parrakeets otherwise prohibited 
unless the requirements the Federal Government are 
observed. The Federal regulations pertain not only 
shell parrakeets but other birds the psittacine 
family, commonly known parrots, Amazons, Mexican 
double heads, African grays, cockatoos, macaws, par- 
rakeets, love-birds, lories, loriketts and all similar birds. 


California and desire bring pet dog with me. 
there any regulation that would prohibit the impor- 
tation dog into California? 

ANSWER: There State law regulation 
that would prohibit the importation dog into Cali- 
fornia. rabies exists within the State, however, 
there may certain areas that are placed under quar- 
antine prohibit the running large all dogs. 
While there would difficulty bringing dog into 
quarantined area, would impossible remove 


him from that area until after the quarantine had 
terminated. 


QUESTION: There are many chipmunks the vi- 
cinity our summer home the mountains. May 
bring number them San Francisco for sale 
prospective purchasers? 

ANSWER: Under the regulations the California 
State Board Public Health, neither chipmunks nor 
golden mantled squirrels can shipped sold unless 
they are held quarantine for period two weeks 
prior date shipment sale. Such quarantine 
under the control the local health officer who, upon 
request, will receive instructions from the State De- 
partment Public Health regarding the shipment 
any such animals that may have died while under 
quarantine, for examination the State Laboratory. 
The same regulations apply other wild rodents.

ANSWER: The State law prohibits the contamina- 
tion any stream with sewage. Provision 
must made for running the effluent into the ground 
with the assurance that there will overflow into 
the stream. 


TUBERCULOSIS SURVEY STATE 
INSTITUTIONS 


The inmates and employees three small California 
institutions were X-rayed during September. total 
800 films were read the State Bureau Tuber- 
culosis. one institution, out 140 films taken, 
three far advanced cases active tuberculosis were 
two other institutions, although large 
check films must made few suspicious chests, 
apparent cases tuberculosis were discovered. 
Thus far, total five State institutions have been 
surveyed for tuberculosis. 


TYPHUS FEVER MORE PREVALENT 


During September, cases typhus fever were 
reported throughout the State, five Los Angeles 
County, one Contra Costa, one San Diego, two 
Orange and two Alameda County. Never before 
the history California’s public health have 
many been reported during single month. 
The single case Contra Costa County was imported 
and the two cases reported from Alameda County were 
contracted the laboratory. There significance, 
however, the fact that out cases had their 
origin southern California and were contracted 
through the bites infected rat fleas. The control 
rats under war conditions particular importance, 
not only the conservation food supplies but also 
the prevention the more serious communicable 
diseases that are carried rats and their fleas.
